SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

House Bill 643 appropriates $250.0 from the General Fund to the DFA’s Local Government Di-
visions for the pupose of funding operational, material and travel costs to implement the Taos
Food Sector Opportunity Program.

Significant |ssues

DFA questions why an economic development program is being given to DFA’s Local Govern
ment Division.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
The appropriation of $250.0 contained in this bill is a recuring expense to the General Fund.

Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of fiscal year 2004 shall revert
to the General Fund.
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DFA notes that the bill assigns responsibilities to the Local Government Division without pro-
viding funds to adequately carry them out.
